Washington, "March 4.—In. the. sen- 


ate chamber, which seldom before has 
witnessed so impressive'a ceremony 
or held a more brilliant audience; in 
the presence of high dignitaries of 
state and nation and the ambassadors 
and the representatives o£ every coun- 
try o£ the civilized world, William H. 
Taft shortly before 1 o'clock today 
took the oath of office as president of 
the United States. 


A blinding snow storm sw.ept upon 


Washington late last night and con- 
tinued throughout the forenoon, caused 
the abandonment of the outdoor cere- 
mony at the capitol.which heretofore 
.has marked the inauguration of many 
presidents of the United States. 


Taft Urged Old Plans, 


The change of program was also a 


source of deep disappointment to thou- 
sands of persons who gathered in the 
deep snow drifts and slush. o£ the cap- 


' itol plaza in the hope of witnessing 
: the. taking of the oath by the new 


president. 
Mr. Taft was extremely 


anxious that the original plans should 
be adhered to,'but after he had ar- 
rived at the capitol he gave consent 
because of the danger of exposure to 
the elements of the venerable mem- 
bers ot the government.

'The appearance of these 
two chief figures in the day's events 
was a signal for a spontaneous out- 
break of applause on the floor and of 
cheers in the galleries. •

Speaker Cannon, entering the sen- 


ate chamber at the head of the house 
of representatives, took a place on the 
presiding officer's bench by the side of 
Vice President Fairbanks.

Lakeside Dike Has 


Fallen Down. 


About 250 feet of the retaining wall 


built during the fall at the cast end 
of the Lakeside dike crumbled and fell 
last night or early this morning but 
the fact that the waters had subsided 
prevented it from-doing any damage. 
The cause assigned is faulty construe-' 
tion from the fact that the concrete 
was put in on dry dirt and did not 
unite properly. 


So long as the channel of the river 


was full the wall remained in place 
but with the receding waters the pres- 
sure from the insldo was relieved and 
the wall went down. The work was 
done by the Herman.Tapp Construc- 
tion, company during the fall but Is 
not accepted by the city and no as- 
sessment has been made against the 
property. Herman Tapp could not be 
found today and the city authorities 
are unable to give an estimate of the 
loss but It will be about -?3,000. The 
entire work on the dike during the 
summer cost-about $10,000 and the 
concrete work was included in the 
general contract. 


The property owners are amply pro- 


tected as the work has not been ac- 
cepted and no assessment has been 
•made. In addition there Is a bond of 
$5,000 to guarantee the work for three 
years.

THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 


1 


After more than seven and a half 


years in the white house Theodore 
Roosevelt today returned to private 
walks of life. 
It is too early-by far 


to attempt to fix the place he IB to 
occupy, in history. The philosophy of 
events will do that In its own good 
time and unerring way. Intemperate 
detraction on the one hand and ful- 
some adulation'on the other !n this 
hour, combine to make the task of 
rational commentary one of many 
difficulties, and its results rather con-' 
fused to the general apprehensionf 
Mr. Roosevelt lays aside the, great 
office' of which for near the spaa of 
two full terms he has borne the 
cares, more bitterly hated and more 
enthusiastically admired than any 
man who has ever been invested with 
the honors and distinctions of our 
"chief magistracy. 
To the few whose 


abuse of the relations they bear to 
the society, and whose recreancy to 
the duty they owe to the government 
of the nation, have given them an 
opprobrious eminence .and despised 
isolation, Theodore Roosevelt as a 
practical concept, is the incarnation 
of mischief—radical and convulsive, 
anarchic and menacing. To the mil- 
lions, whose ideal he realizes, he,is 
a picturesque embodiment of the 
heroic—bold and 
impetuous, 
pa- 


triotic and infallible. But Theodore 
Roosevelt is neither a malign dis- 
turber, nor romantic demigod. 
His 


knighthood, sometimes brilliant and 
always intrepid though 
ba it, is 


rather of prosaic, every day sort, fit- 
ted and suited to the times which 
have given it a field in which to 
joust. He is only a man, vast of en- 
ergy, resolute of purpose, strong of 


statutes of law, In the records of 
courts and in the chronicles of the 
times the proof and confession of a 
people's abasement. 
Tiresome, per- 


haps, as an incessant preacher of the 
morals of common honesty and every- 
day right living, he nevertheless did 
come In ia time when the country 
had most critical need of his like to 
prick its dormant shame, to wound 
its slumbering pride and verily to 
snarl'at its smug content with a 
shiftless fashion of letting things go 
unhindered to the bow-wows until 
shame and pride must needs answer 
to conscience, and there was no more 
content 
with 
a 
great wallowing 


whereof the sufficient 
recompense 


had been a prodigious getting of 
money and a rulgar joy of spending 
it. 


When ho became president he 


found huge Augean stables In the 
departments at "Washington to be 
cleaned. He cleaned them. The ex- 
posure and conviction of grafters and 
boodlers gave Impulse to the public 
conscience all over the land, and 
honest public servants looking on 
| dishonest public service, but appalled 


by its extent and awed by Us en- 
trenched 
power, 
took 
inspiration 


from his courage and hope from his 
example. There has been a stirring 
up of hidden rottenness and of puri- 
fication 
no 
end 
since 
Theodore 


Roosevelt set -worthy pattern of pub- 
lic duty and displayed the courage to 
strike whomsoever there was having 
desert to his club. 


A bloody tragedy flung the mantle 


of 
national 
authority 
upon 
his 


shoulders just at a time when there 
was fruiting a magnificent conspiracy 
to destroy railway competition in 
the northwest. 
He boldly strove 


against that lawless high emprise of 
railway kings, and the conspiracy 
was strangled. 
Since that Incident 


he has fought to bring the great 
corporations within control of the 
government. 
Seeking constantly 'to 


establish 
regulation 
and 
abstain 


from destruction, his course of ac- 
tion toward the gr.eat railway, in- 
dustrial and commercial consolida- 
tion*, has been one of tremendous 
and perilous difficulty. 
He has not 


achieved all there Is to be achieved 
in this vast field of endeavor, but he 
has opened the way, and the trail he 
has blazed lies before his successors. 
"Predatory corporations" and "male- 
factors o£ great wealth" have been 
brought to take counsel of fear, If 
not to feel the stirring of better 
moral impulses. The beef trust, the 
oil trust, the coal roads combine, the 
tobacco trust, the sugar trust, the 
paper trust and others have felt the 
mail of his fist, and the barons of 
our modern feudalism hate him with 
a malignance to which there are no 
metes and bounds. To take up arms 
against them required courage of ex- 
alted order, and Theodore Roosevelt 
had that courage. 


Scarcely more than a year had 


In a true sense President Taft Is a 


popular man. The people of the coun- 
try add to "a great liking tor him a 
deep trust In hit character. Support- 
ed by such a sentiment in the country 
over which he Is to rule, Mr. Taf,t be- 
gins his presidential term under cir- 
cumstances most auspicous. 
There 


have been few of his predecessors 
who have taken Into the nation's 
highest office such equipment of men- 
tal training and executive experience 
as Mr. Taft brings to his duties. He 
has been made familiar in a most inti- 
mate way with the machinery of gov- 
ernment and with the great problems 
which confront the president. 
That 


he will fully realize the best expecta- 
tions of those who have been most 
free to vouch for his character and 
caliber none can' doubt. 


President Taft's administration Is 


not likely In any respect to be spec- 
tacular. 
He has had the training of 


the Judge and has the mental poise and 
self-constraint of judicial experience. 
What he does, therefore, will seldom 
be an obedience to Impulse and his 
official acts will not have that some- 
times startling and always Interesting 
Quality of surprise that so frequently 
marked the ways of his great prede 
cessor, 
Nevertheless, President Tafl 


will focus the attention of the countn 
and hold iUquite as effectually, we be 
lleve, as Mr. Roosevelt.

Indianapolis. March 4.—Twenty-one 


saloons received their death sentence 
at the hands of the voters in Jay 
county yesterday, while the voters of 
Sullivan county at the same 
time 


gave as their verdict lhat Ihe county, 
which Is now "dry" by remonstrance, 
shall so remain. The elections were 
the first to be held in March follow- 
ing a general line of victories by the 
Anti-Saloon league during the pre- 
vious month. 


In Jay county there was consider- 


able interest in the outcome, but no 
opposition of any consequence was 
made to the ouster movement. 
The 


county was largely "dry" in spots 
owing to remonstrance work and 
eventually would have been entirely 
"dry," but the election clinches the 
saloon question for two years at least. 
The day was marlted by very unpleas- 
ant weather iind the snow and rain 
together with a blustery^March wind 
kept many of the voters at home. 


Normal Vote Greatly Reduced. 


The same condition prevailed in 


Sullivan county, where it is estimated 
that not more than 60 per cent of the 
normal vote was polled. Jay county 
optionlKts worked at a lively rate dur- 
ing the dny to get out thy? vote, and 
all-day prayer meetings were held. In 
Sullivan, the county seat of Sullivan 
county, there was little in the nature 
of election work and a general lack 
of Interest was noted. In other towns 
of the county, however, demonstra- 
tions were made and more interest 
taken. 


Marshall county will vote today and

The bill had a bare constitutional 
majority, the vote being 26 to 14.. 


Incidentally Senator Bland, 
the 


author ot tho Llnton court measure, 
which was one of the first to feol the 
sting of tho veto -pen. took occasion 
to emphasize his feeling concerning 
the failure of his bil Ho receive ex- 
ecutive approval when, in* a speech 
in- behalf of the Hammond measure,

"It is the province of the legis- 


lature to determine the existing nec- 
essity for matters of this kind," said 
Senator Bland, "rather than for the 
governor.

In behalf of the bill, saying he be- 
lieved it to be' one of the most 
meritorious of any of the court bills 
that have been brought before the 
session. 


Second Vetoed Bill Passed. 


';!/;Senator Stotsenburs also induced 
the senate to pass his bill, which 
wag vetoed by the governor. . The 
vote on the latter bill was 27 .to 7. 
Senator H. L. Hanna, who opposed 
the bill when it was up for passage 
the first time, spoke against it again, 
reiterating his remarks of a week 
ago that as a matter of principle the 
bill is wrong. The bill provides that 
a criminal convicted of. a crime may 
give bond pending an appeal to a 
higher court. 


The senate engaged in a sharp po-

most Important, 
it disturbs the 


whole business of the country. _It 
ie imperatively necessary, there 
fore, that a tariff bill be drawn In 
good faith" in -accordance with prom- 
ises made before the election by 
the party in power, and asTjrora'ptlr 
passed as due consideration will per- 
mit. It Is not that the tariff, is more 
important in the long run than the 
perfecting of the reforms in respect 
to anti-trust legislation and inter- 
state commerce regulation, but the 
need for action when tho revision 
of the tariff has been determined up- 
on, is more immediate to avoid em- 
barrassment of business. To secure 
the needed speed in the passage of 
the tariff bill, it would seem wise 
to attempt no other legislation at 
the extra session. I venture this as 
a suggestion only, for the course to 
be taken by congress, upon the call 
of the executive, is wholly wlth(n 
its discretion, 
alls Attention to Deficit. 


In the making of a tariff hill, the 


prime motive is taxation, and the 
securing thereby of a revenue. Duo 
largely to tho business depression 
which followed 
the financial panic 


of 1907. the revenue from customs 
and other sources has decreased to 
such an extent that tho expenditures 
for the current fiscal year will ex- 
ceed tho receipts by $100,000,000. It 
Is Imperative that such a deficit 
shall not continue, and the framers 
of the tariff bill must of course have 
In mind the total revenues likely to 
be produced by it, and so arrange 
the duties as to secure an adequate 
income. Should it be Impossible to 
do so by Import duties, new kinds of 
taxation must 
be 
adopted, and 


among these I recommend a grad- 
uated inheritance tax, as correct in 
principle and as certain and easy 
of collection. 


The obligation on the 
part of 


those responsible for the expendi- 
tures made to carry on the govern- 
ment, to be as economical as possible, 
and to make the burden of taxation as 
light.as possible, Is plain and should 
be affirmed In every declaration of 
government policy. This is especial- 
ly true -when we are face to face 
with a heavy deficit. But when the 
desire to win the popular approval 
leads to the cutting off of expendi- 
tures really needed to make the gov- 
ernment effective, and to enable it 
to accomplish its proper objects, the 
result Is as much to be condemned 
as the waste of government funds 
in 'unnecessary expenditure. 
The 


scope of a modern government in 
what it can and ought to accomplish 
for its people has been widened far 
beyond the principles laid down by 
the old lalssez faire school o* polit- 
ical writers, and this widening has 
met popular approval. 


Great Work Must Go On. 


In .the department of agriculture, 


the use'of scientific experiments on 
a large scale, and the spread of in- 
formation derived from them for 
the Improvement ot general agricul- 
ture, must go on. 


The Importance of supervising bus- 


iness of great railways and indus- 
trial combinations, and the neces- 
sary investigation and prosecution 
ot unlawful business methods, are 
another necessary tax upon govern- 
ment which did not exist half a cen- 
tury ago. 


The putting into force of laws 


which shall secure the conservation 
of our resources, so far as they ma; 
be within the jurisdiction of tho 
federal government, including 
the 


most important work of saving an 
restoring our forests, and the grea 
improvement of waterways, are all 
proper government functions which 
must involve large. expenditure if 
properly performed. While some of 
them, like the reclamation of arid 
lands, are made to 'pay for them- 
selves, others are of such an indi- 
rect benefit that this cannot be ex- 
pected of them. 
A permanent 'im- 


provement, like the Panama canal, 
should be treated as a distinct enter-, 
prise, and should be paid for by the 
proceeds of bonds, the 
issue of 


which will distribute its cost be- 
tween the present and future gen- 
erations in accordance with the ben- 
efits derived. 
It may well be sub- 


mitted to the serious consideration 
of congress whether the deepening 
and control of the channel of 
n. 


great river system, like that ot the 
Ohio or of the Mississippi, when def- 
inite and practical plans for the en- 
terprise have been approved and de- 
termined upon, should not be pro- 
vided for In the same way. 


Army and Navy. 


Then, too, there are expenditures 


of government absolutely necessary 
if our country Is to maintain its 
proper place among the nations ol 
the world, and Is to exercise its 
proper influence in defense of its 
own trade Interests, in the mainten 
anco of traditional American policj 
against the colonization of Europeai 
monarchies in this hemisphere, and 
hi the promotion of peace and in 
ternation morality. I refer to the 
cost ot maintaining a proper army 
a proper navy and siiitnble fortif 
cations upon th<* mainland of th 
Ilr.itPd States and in 
Its 
depen 


dearies. 


We should have an army so or 


ganizrd. and ?o offirere.d, as to he 
capable in time of emergency, in <~n 
oporation with the national militia 
Bud indT the provisions of a pro] 
vr rational volunteer Uw. rapid! 
to expand into a force sufficient to 


* 
resist all probable invasion 
from 


abroad and to furnish a respectable 
expeditionary force. If necessary. In 
the maintenance of our traditional 
American policy which bears the 
name of President Monroe. 


Our fortifications are yet in a 


state of only partial completeness, 
and the number of men to man 
them Is insufficient. In a few years, 
however, the usual annual appro- 
priations for our coast defense both 
on the mainland and in the depen- 
dencies, will make them sufficient 
to resist all direct attack, and by 
that time wo may hope that the 
men to man them will be provided 
as a'necessary adjunct. The dis- 
tance of our shores from Europe 
and Asia of course reduces 
the 


necessity 
for maintaining 
under 


arms a great army, but it does not 
take away the requirement of mere 
prudence, that we should have an 
army.sufficiently large and so con-1 
stituted as to form a nuucleus out 
ot which a suitable force can quick- 
ly grow. 
, 
" 


What has been said of the army 


may be affirmed in even a more 
emphatic way of the navy. A mod- 
ern navy cannot be Improvised. It 
must be built and In existence when 
tho emergency arises which calls 
for Its use and operation. My dis- 
tinguished predecessor has in many 
speeches and messages set out with, 
great force and striking language 
the necessity for maintaining a 
strong navy commensurate with the 
coast line, the governmental re- 
sources and the foreign trade of our 
nation; and 1 wish to reiterate all 
the reasons which he has presented 
in favor of the policy of maintaining 
a strong navy as the beat conserva- 
tor of our peace with other nations 
and the best means of securing re- 
spect for the assertion of our rights, 
the defense of our Interests and the 
exercise of our influence in Interna- 
tional matters. 


Policy Is to Promote P.eace. 


Our International policy Is al- 


ways to promote peace. We shall 
enter into any war with a full con- 
sciousness 
of 
the 
awful 
conse- 


quences 
that 
it 
always 
entails, 


whether successful or not, and we, 
of course, shall'make every effort, 
consist ent_ with national honor and 
the highest national interest, to 
avoid a' resort to arms. We favor 
every Instrumentality, like that of 
The Hague tribunal and arbitration 
treaties made with a view to Us use 
in all international controversies, In 
order to maintain peace and to 
avoid war. But we should be blind 
to existing conditions, and should 
allow ourselves to become foolish 
idealists, If'we did not realize that 
with all the nations of the world 
armed and^prepared for war, wo 
must be ourselves In a similar con- 
dition, in order to prevent other na- 
tions from taking advantage of us 
and of our Inability to-defend our 
interests and assert our rights with 
a strong hand. In the international 
controversies 
that are .likely to 


arise In the Orient, growing out- of 
the question of the open door-and 
other issues, the United States can 
maintain her interests intact and 
can secure respect for her just de- 
mands. She will not be able to do 
so, however, if it is understsood 
that she never intends to back up 
her assertion of right and her de 
fense of her interest by anything 
but mere verbal protest and dlplo 
malic note. For these reasons, the 
expenses of the army and navy ant 
of coast defenses should always b> 
considered as something which the 
government must pay for, and the> 
should not be cut off throuch ,mer 
consideration 
of 
economy. 
Ou 


government is able to afford a sui 
able army and a suitable navy, 
may -maintain them without th 


remedied at onc«. Havine assured 
to other countries by treaty the pro- 
tection of our laws for such of 
their subjects or citizens as we per- 
mit to come within our jurisdiction, 
we now leave to a state or a city, 
not under the control of the feder- 
al government, the duty of perform- 
ing our International obligations In 
this respect. By proper legislation 
we may, and ought to, place In th» 
hands of the federal executive the 
means of enforcing the treaty of 
rights ot such aliens In the courts 
of the federal government. It puts 
our government In a pusillanimous 
position to make definite engage- 
ments to protect aliens and then to 
excuse the failure to perform those 
engagements by an explanation that 
the duty to keep them Is In states or 
cities, not within our control. If 
we would promise, we must put 
ourselves In a position to perform 
our promise. Wo cannot permit the 
possible failure of justice due to lo- 
cal prejudice in any state or muni- 
cipal government to expose us to 
the risk of a war which might be 
avoided If federal jurisdiction was 
asserted by suitable legislation by 
congress and carried out by pro- 
per proceedings Instituted by the 
executive, in the courts of the Na- 
.tional government. 


Urges Monetary snd Banking Reform. 


One of the reforms to be carried 


out during the Incoming administra- 
tion Is a change ot our monetary and 
banking laws, so as to secure great 
er elasticity In the forms of cur- 
rency available for trade, and to 
prevent the limitations of law from 
operating to increase the embarrass- 
ments of a financial panic. 
The 


monetary commission lately appoint- 
ed is giving full consideration to 
existing conditions and to all pro- 
posed remedies, and will doubtless 
suggest one that will meet the re^ 
qulrements of business and of pub- 
lic Interest. We may hope that the 
report-will embody neither the nar- 
row view of those who believe that 
the sole purpose of the new system 
should be to secure a large return 
on banking capita! or of those who 
would have greater expansion of 
currency with little regard to pro- 
visions for Its Immediate redemp- 
tion or ultimate security. There is 
no subject of economic discussion 
KO intricate and so likely to evoke 
differing views and dogmatic state- 
ments as this one. The commission 
in studying the general influence 
of currency on business and of busi- 
ness on currency, have wisely ex- 
tended their investigations in Euro- 
pean banking and monetary metb 
ods. .. The . Information that they 
have derived from such experts as 
they have 
found abroad" will un- 


doubtedly be found helpful In the' 
solution of the 
difficult problem 


they have in hand. • 
ostal Savings Banks. 


The incoming congress should 


promptly fulfill the promise of the 
republican platform andt pass a 
proper postal savings bank bill. !t 
will not 
.be unwise 
or excessive 


paternalism. The promise to repay 


the western coast ot South America, 
and. Indeed, with 'some of the im- 
portant ports on the east coast ot 
South America reached by rail from 
the -west coast. The work on th» 
canal is making most satisfactory 
progress. The type of the canal as 
a lock canal was fixed by congress 
after a. full consideration of the con- 
flicting reports of the majority and 
minority of the consulting board, 
and after the recommendation ot the 
war department and the executive 
upon those reports. Recent sugges- 
tion that something had occurred 
on the Isthmus to make the lock 
type of the canal less feasible than 
it was supposed, to be when the re- 
ports were made and the policy de- 
termined on, led to a visit to the 
Isthmus of a board of competent en- 
gineers to examine the Gatun dam 
and locks which are the key of the 
lock type. The report of that board 
shows thatvnothing has occurred in 
the nature of newly revealed evi- 
dence which 
should 
change the 


views once formed in the original 
discussion. 
The construction will 


go on'under a most effective organ- 
ization, 
controlled 
by 
Colonel 


Goethals and his feilow army engi- 
neers associated with him. and will 
certainly be completed early in the 
next administration, if not before. 


Some type of canal must be con- 


structed. 
The lock type has been 


•' selected. 
We are all In favor of 


having it built,as promptly as pos 


' sible. We must not. now, therefore, 


keep up a flre in the rear of the 
agents whom we have authorized to 
do our work on the isthmus. We 
must hold 
up 
their 
hands, and 


speaking for the incoming adminis- 
tration, I wish to say that 1 pro- 
pose to devote all the energy pos- 
sible and under my control, to the 
pushing of this work on the plans 
which have been adopted, and to 
stand behind the men, who are do- 
ing faithful 
hard work to bring 


about the early completion of this, 
the greatest constructive enterprise 
of modern times. 


Philippines and Porto Rico. 


The governments of our depend- 


encies in Porto Rico and the Philip 
pines are progressing as favorably 
as could be desired: The prosperity 
of Porto Rico continues unabated. 
The business conditions in the Phil- 
ippines are not all that we could 
•wish them to be, but with the pas- 
sage of the new tariff bill permitting 
free 
trade 
between 
the United 


States and the archipelago, with 
such limitations In sugar and tobac- 
co ns shall prevent injury to the do- 
mestic interests on those products, 
we can count on an improvement in 
business conditions in the Philip- 
pines and the development of a mu- 
tually profitable trade between this 
country and the 'islands. 
Mean-' 


time our government in each de- 
pendency is upholding the traditions 
of civil liberty and increasing popu-. 
lar control which might be expected 
under American auspices. The work 
which we are doing there redounds 
to our credit as a nation.

The policy Of the United States 


in the Spanish war, and since, has 
given it a position of influence 
among the nations that it never had 
before, and should be constantly ex- 
erted to securing to its bona fide 
citizens, whether native or natural- 
ized, respect for them as such In 
foreign countries." We should make 
every effort to prevent humiliating 
and - degrading prohibition against 
any of onr citizens wishing tem- 
porarily to sojourn In foreign coun- 
tries because of race or religion, 
apanese and Chinese Immigrants. 


The admission ot Asiatic Immi- 


grants who can not be amalgamat- 
ed with our population has been 
made the subject either ot prohibi- 
tory clauses in our treaties and 
statutes, or of strict administrative 
regulation secured by diplomatic 
negotiation. I sincerely hope that 
we may continue to minimize the 
evils likely to arise from such im- 
migration without unnecessary fric 
tion ar.il by mutual concessions be 
twcen self-respecting governments 
Meantime, we rmist take every pre 
caution to prevent., or. falling that 
.to punish outbursts of rare feeling; 
amonp tmr ppoplo against foreign 
ers of whatever nationality who 
hav« by our grant a treaty right to 
pursue lawful business here and fo 
bp protected against lawless assaui 
or injury. 


This lends rae to point out a ser 


ions defect in the. present federa 
jurisdiction which 
ought to be

The possibil- 
ity of increasing this trade in the 
Orient, in the Philippines and In 
South America are known to every- 
one who has given the matter atten- 
tion. The direct effect of free trade 
between this country and the Philip- 
pines will be marked upon our sale

and other manufactures. The neces- 
sity of the establishment of direct 
lines of steamers 
between 
North 


and 
South 
America 
has 
been 


brought to the attention of congress 
by ray predecessor, and by Mr. Root 
before and after 
his noteworthy 


visit to that continent, and I sin- 
cerely hope that congress may be in- 
duced to see the wisdom of a tenta- 
tive effort to establish such lines 
by the Tise of mail subsidies. 


The Importance which tho depart- 


ment, of agriculture and of com- 
merce and labor may play in ridding 
the markets of Europe of prohibi- 
tions and discriminations 
against 


the importation of our products is 
fully understood, and It is hoped 
that the use ot the maximum and 
minimum feature of our tariff law 
to he soon passed will be effective 
to remove many of those restric- 
tions. 


Panama Canal. 


The Panama canal -will have n. 


most important bearing upon the 
trade between 'be eastern and the 
far western sections of our country, 
and will greatly increase the facili- 
ties for transportation between the 
eastern and tho western seaboard, 
and may possibly revolutionize the 
transcontinental rates with respec 
to bulky merchandise. It will also 
have a most, beneficial effect to in 
crease the trade Tietween the eastern 
seaboard or fre t&ited States and 


^.^i-r... -..;/ 


I look forward with hope to in- 


creasing the already good feeling 
between the south and the other sec- 
tions of the country. My chief pur- 
pose is not to effect' a change in the 
electoral vote of the southern states. 
That is a secondary consideration. 
"What I look forward to is an in- 
crease in the tolerance of political 
views of all kinds and their advo- 
cacy throughout the south, and the 
existence of a respectable political 
opposition , in every 
state; even 


more than this, to an increased feel- 
ing on the part of all the people in 
the south that this government is 
their government, and that its offi- 
cers in their states are their offi- 
cers. 


The consideration of this question 


cannot, however, be complete and 
full without reference to the negro 
race, its progress and its present 
condition. The 13th amendment se- 
cured 
them 
freedom; 
the 14th 


amendment, due process of law, pro- 
tection of property and the pursuit 
of happiness; and the 15th amend- 
ment attempted to secure the negro 
against any deprivation of the privi- 
lege to vote, because he was a ne- 
gro. 
The 13th and 14th amend- 


ments have been, generally enforced 
and have secured the objects for 
which they were Intended. While 
the 15th amendment has not been 
generally observed In the past, it 
ought to be observed, and the ten- 
dency of southern legislation today 
is toward the enactment of electoral 
qualifications 
which shall 
square 


with that amendment. 
Of course, 


the mere 
adoption of a constitu- 


tional law is only one step in the 
right direction. 
It must be fairly 


and justly enforced as well. 
In 


time both will come. 
Hence it is 


clear to all that the domination of 
an ignorant, irresponsible element, 
can be prevented by constitutional 
laws which shall exclude from vot- 
ing: both negroes and whites not 
having education or other qualifica- 
tions thought t.o be necessary for a 
proper electorate. 
The danger of 


tho control of "an ignorant electorate 
has been therefore passed. 
With 


this change, the interest, which many 
of thft southern white citizens take 
in the welfare of the negroes has 
increased. 


Better Feeling Towards Negro. 


The colored men must bs.se . 


hope on the result* of their own in- 


dustry, 
self-restraint, 
thrift 
and 


business success, as well as upon 
,the aid and comfort and sympathy 
which they may receive from their 
white neighbors of the south. There 
was a time when northerners who 
sympathized with the negro in his 
necessary struggle for better condi- 
tions sought to give him the suf- 
frage as a protection, and to enforce 
its exercise against the prevailing 
sentiment Of the south.. The move- 
ment proved to be a failure. What 
remains is the 15th amendment to 
the constitution and the right to 
have statutes of states specifying 
qualifications for electors subjected 
to the test of compliance with that 
amendment. This is a great pro- 
tection to the'negro. It never will 
be repealed, and it never ought to 
be repealed. 
If it had not been 


passed. It might be difficult now to 
adopt it: but with it In our funda 
mental law. the policy of southern 
legislation must and will tend to 
obey It, and so long as the'statutes 
of the states meet the test of this 
amendment and are not otherwise 
In conflict with the constitution and 
laws of the United States, it Is not 
the disposition or within tho prov- 
ince of the federal government to 
Interfere with the regulation by 
southern. states of their domestic 
affairs. 
Thftre is in. the south a 


stronger feeling than ever among 
the intelligent, well-to-do and In 
flufintlal element in favor of the in- 
dustrial education of the negro and 
the encouragement, of the race to 
make themselves useful members of 
the community.' 


Negro's Great Progress. 


The. progress which the negro has 


made in the 'last, fifty years from 
slavery, when its statistics are re 
viewed,, is marvelous, and it fur 
nishes 'every reason to hope that in 
the next tweny-five years a stil 
gVeater improvemenE in his condi 
tion as a productive member of so 
ciety, on the farm, and in the shop 
and in other occupations, may come 
The negroes are now Americans 
Their ancestors 
came here year 


ago against their will, and this, i 
'their only country ' and their onl 
flag. They have shown themselve 
anxious to live for It and to die fo 
it. 
Encountering the race feelin 


against them, subjected at times t 
cruel injustice growing out of i 
they may well have -iour profoun 


• sympathy and aid in'.the struggl 
they are making. We are charge 
with the sacred duty ot making the 
path as smooth and easy as we can 
Any recognition of their distin 
uished men, any appointment to of-1 
fice from among their number, is 
properly taken' as an eacourage- 


• ment, and an appreciation of their 


progress, and this just policy sball 
be pursued. 


Doubts Wisdom of Office for Negro. 


But it may well admit of doubt 


whether, in the case of any race, 
an appointment of .one of their num- 
.ber to a local office In a community 
in which the race feeling is so wide- 
spread and acute as to interfere 
with the 
ease and 
facility with 


which the local government busi- 
ness can be done by the appointee, 
is of sufficient benefit by way of en- 
couragement to the race 
to out- 


weigh the recurrence .and increase 
of race feeling which such an ap- 
pointment is likely to engender 
Therefore, the executive, in recog 
nizing the negro-ra'ce by _.appoint 
merits must exercise a careful dis 
cretion not thereby to do it more 
harm than good. On the other ham 
we must be careful not to encourage 
the . mere pretense of race feeling 
manufactured in. the Interest of in 
dividual political ambition. 


Personally I have not the slightes 


race prejudice or feeling, and recog- 
nition of its existence only awakens

trict of Columbia. In previous ad-

I am strongly convinced 
that the government should make It- 
self as responsible to employes in- 
jured In its employ as an interstate 
railway corporation Is made rejpon- . 
sible by federal law to its employes; 
and I shall be glad, whenever 
any 


additional reasonable safety devlca 
.can be invented to reduce the lost 
of life and limb among railway em< 
ployes, to urge congress to require 
Its adoption by interstate railways. 


Federal Injunctions. 


Another labor question has arisen 


which has awakened the most ex* 
cited discussion. That 1» in respect 
to the power of the federal courts 
to issue injunctions in industrial dis- 
putes. As to that, my convictions ar« 
fixed. Take away from the courts, 
if it could be taken away, the power 
to issue injunctions in labor dis- 
putes, and it would create a. privi- 
leged class among the. laborers and 
save the lawless among their num- 
ber from a most 
needful 
remedy 


available to all men for the protec- 
tion ot their business against law- 
less invasion. The proposition that 
business is not a property or pe- 
cuniary right which can be pro- 
tected by equitable injuctlon is ut- 
terly without foundation in prece- 
dent or reason. The proposition is 
usually linked with one t.o make tht 
secondary boycott lawful. 
Such % 


proposition is at variance with the 
American instinct and will find no 
support in my judgment when sub- 
mitted io the American people. The 
secondary boycott is an instrument 
of tyranny, and 
ought not to ba
